The following entry in the catalogue of the Duke of Berry's 
books serves further to identify this volume :— 

" No. 593. Un livre nomm6 Bible historial laquelle est 4 
Jehan, fils de roy de France, et due de Berry ; sign£ Flamel ; 
laquelle mon dit seigneur donna au mois de juing, Pan 1410, 
k noble et puissant seigneur de Belleville et de Montagu."

Of the several persons mentioned above as having possessed 
this book the more remarkable are, Jean Harpedene, Seigneur 
de Belleville et de Montagu, who married Marguerite de 
Valois, legitimated daughter of Odette de Champdivers by 
King Charles VI. 5 the Marechal de Vieilleville, well known for 
his bravery and conduct in the wars of Francis I. and Henry II., 
and as having been sent to dissuade Queen Elizabeth from 
assisting the Huguenots 5 Nicolas de Neufville, Seigneur de 
Villeroy, Secretary of State under four successive sovereigns of 
France, viz. Charles IX., Henry III., Henry IV., and Louis 
XIII. ; and Henri Louis Habert de Montmor, a member of 
the Acadlmie Fcanfaise, who died in 1679. 
. The volume afterwards belonged to Godfrey the last reign- 
ing Duke of Bouillon, who gave it to his adopted heir, Philip 
d'Auvergne, according to the following note on the recto of 
the leaf containing the above-quoted memoranda : — 

" This Bible hath been given to Philip Dauvergne Captain 
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in the royal Navy of Great Britain by Godefrey the reigning 
Duke of Bouillon cheif of the sovereign house of Auvergne 
to the said P. D* Auvergne post Cp» his adopted son as a 
proof and token of his tender friendship for him and the said 
reigning Duke of Bouillon has written his donation with his 
own hand and made it the 8 th Jan? of the year 1785. Godefrey 
reigning Duke of Bouillon." Below this is a note subscribed 
" Philip d' Auvergne Prince successor to the sovereignty of the 
Dutchy of Bouillon" fcc., and then a note in French recording 
the donation to the same effect as above* The autograph sig- 
nature of Philip d'Auvergne also occurs on the verso of the 
last leaf, below that of the Duke of Berry. 

The author of " Ctesarea. The island of Jersey, its history," 
&c, London, 1840, gives a biographical account of the unfor- 
tunate Philip d'Auvergne, but does not mention a tract which 
he published dated Jersey, Dec. 1806. intitled " A brief expo- 
sition of the rights, titles and claims of Philip d'Auvergne 
(Prince of Bouillon) a rear admiral in His Majesty's navy" 
&c. &c, in which allusion is made to this manuscript* The 
Prince died in London in 1816. 

This MS. was afterwards in the collection of Sir Gore 
Ouseley, Bart, Ambassador Extraordinary at the Court of 
Persia. In July 1853 it was sold by Sotheby, under an order 
of the Court of Chancery, when it was bought by Sotheran 
and Co., of whom it was purchased by the present owner. 

M. Paulin Paris could not have been aware of the existence 
of this MS. when he described a copy among the MSS. of the 
Bibliothique du Roi, as that given by the Duke of Berry to the 
Seigneur de Belleville in 1410. See"Les Manuscrits Fran- 
cois," etc., torn. II. pa. 11. Nor does it seem to have occurred 
to him that there were other copies also described as having 
the Duke of Berry's autograph, via. Harleian. No. 4381, 8a, 
and La Valliere, No. 113, either of which, in the absence of 
proof to the contrary, was as likely to have been the copy given * 
away by the Duke, as the one described by M. Paulin Paris*

At 
the beginning of each gospel are two pages, containing re- 
spectively the titlte and the commencement of the text in gold 
letters on a purple ground, with large ornamental initial to 
the text, and a border m gold and colours to each page* 

The binding consists of stoat boards lined on the inside 
with ancient embroidered silk, and corned on the outside 
with beaten gold. On the upper cover are represented in 
relief Our Saviour on the cross, with the superscription " Hie 
est rex iudeorum," and angels in the four compartments formed 
by the cross. Surrounding and intersecting the whole surface 
are raised borders and lines of fret work in gold, with elevated 
bosses, all thickly studded with precious stones 337 in number, 
and consisting of sapphires, emeralds, pearls, garnets, ame- 
thysts etc from the sise of a pigeon's egg to that of a pepper- 
corn. The sapphires, which are the largest of the stones, have 
been pierced, and seem as if they had at one time formed the 
beads of a necklace. The edge of this cover has also a border 
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of gold filagree work set with a hundred precious stones or 
silver substitutes for them. 

The surface of the lower cover is formed into a cross patee, 
with a border of mosaic enamels in the style called Byzantine. 
At the four corners are figures of the Evangelists chased in 
gold ; but these are of mort refcerit date. This cover is also 
set with 1 precious stones 35 in number, besides one that is 
wanting, and it has a plain gold edging inscribed with sen- 
tences from the gospel of St John, in capital letters. 

The back, which is plain, bears the date 1594, when the 
binding was probably repaired. 

This manuscript in its rich and delicately worked binding, 
sparkling with gems and gold, was one of the treasures of the 
celebrated Abbey and Chapter of Noble Canonessesat Lindau 
on the Lake of Constance, and is said to have been given to 
them by their reputed founder Louis le dibonnaire, son of the 
Emperor Charlemagne* The Abbesses had the rank of 
Princesses of the Empire, end tradition says that this volume 
was carried before them, in processions of state* with the 
sword of justice. 

A letter in French, by the Baron Joseph de Lassberg, dated 
99 July 1846, accompanies the volume and explains how it 
came into his possession. 

Various writers, who took part in the controversy upon the 
antiquity and privileges of the Abbey, and the genuineness of 
Its diploma of foundation, have mentioned this MS. and its 
binding, amongst others the author of "Just* defensio anti- 
quissimi diplomatis quo Ludovicus Imperator Coenobium 
nobilium virginum Lindaviense nono abhinc seculo stabilivit."

At the head of the roll is a miniature painting, in colours 
and gold, of an Abbess lying in state ; above are the Virgin 
and Child, and below a large illuminated initial. The docu- 
ment begins : " Universis sancte matris ecclesie filiis ad quos 
presentes littere pervenire contigerint, Margareta dei per- 
missione Abbatissa et conventus monastery forestensis ordinis 
sancti benedicti Camaracensis dyoceseos, Salutem." etc 
Desiring the prayers qf all to whom this roll shallT>e presented 
by the bearer Johannes Leonis, for the souls of the deceased 
Abbess Elizabeth and of seven sisters of the convent also 
deceased. " Datum anno domini M°. cccc. lviij, die zvj mensis 
Augusti." 

To the foot of the original letter are appended a number of 
sheets of parchment forming a continuation 38 feet long! and 
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containing nearly 406 certificates of superiors and other officers 
of Abbeys, Monasteries, Churches and religious houses where 
the roll was presented ; the first is dated on the 6th of Sep* 
tember 1458, and the last on the 8th of July 1459. Th e upper 
sheets of parchment are written on both skies. 

The Abbey of Forest was destined from its foundation 
exclusively for ladies of noUe birth. The Abbess whose death 
is here commemorated, was Elizabeth Sconincx, the seven- 
teenth in order ; she was succeeded by Margaret de Scoers, 
who issued the present letter. 

It does not appear that this mode of announcing the death 
of an important personage, and of recording such announce- 
ment, was very frequently -employed, for documents similar to 
the one here described are of the extremest rarity.
